This law Is known as the AntiiSubversion Act. It 
points out that the CP of the Philippines, although purportedly 
a political party is in fact an organized conspiracy to overthrow 
the Government of the Republic of the Philippines, not only by 
force and violence, but also by deceit, subversion and other 
illegal means. The continued existence and activities of, the 
CP of the Philippines is deemed to constitute a clear, present 
and grave danger to the country. The law specifically states 
that the CP of the Philippines, including its military arm, 
the Hukbalahaps, and any other organizations having the same 

purpose and their successors are declared illegal and outlawed. 

* 1 ' 1 * 

The law also prohibits the furnishing of false 4 
evidence in any action under the act. It also provides that 
within 30 days after the enactment of the act any member of the 
CP may renounce his membership in writing before certain 
officials. Such renunciation shall than exempt such persons 
from the "penal sanction 1 * of the act. The law finally provides 
that nothing in the act shall be interpreted as a restriction 
to freedom of thought, of assembly, and of association for 
purposes not contrary to law.as guaranteed by the Constitution. 
Violations of this act calls for the death penalty under certain

1 There does not appear to be any basic principle of 

law Involved in-the Philippine law which is not incorporated 
by law, or judicial interpretation, in the Smith Act of '1940

and the Internal Security Act of 1950. These acts were designed 
to combat any organization which teaches, advocates or encourages 
the overthrow or destruction of the Government by force or 
violence. Through judicial determinations it has been held 
that the activities of such organizations must present a clear 
and present danger to the security of the U.S. The Philippine 
Congress, however, in enacting the above law has made a 
specific determination that the CP of the Philippines is not 
a political party, but is an organized conspiracy to overthrow 
the Government. The preamble of the Act points this out as 
well as the fact that the CP constitutes a clear, present and 
grave danger* 

The Government in the Philippines during the past 
several years has had to contend with the guerilla warfare 
tactics of the Hukbalahaps, the military arm of the CP. It 
is entirely possible that these armed conflicts may have 
influenced that Government in determining that the CP of the 
Philippines presented a clear and present danger to the country 
and that it should be declared illegal* 

• RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1. This is submitted for your information. It is 
not believed that the Bureau should take any action or 
submit any recommendations to the Department based upon 
a review of the Anti Subversion Act recently passed by the 
Republic of the Philippines other than furnishing a Photostat 
to the Department for information*

( "2, Any person who knowingly furnishes false evidence 
in any action brought under the Act shall be punished by

"As a final touch of grace, the law gives all those

lathe West Pacific Ocean* Control of the Philippines means control of 
the Western Pacific within shouting distance of the mainland of our 
country* These are the reasons for ths active movements of the Communist 
Party in the Philippines. With these things la mind, representatives 
ef ths democratic nations of Australia, Vaw Zealand, the United States, 
England, Prance, the Philippines, Thailand, and Pakistan concluded the 
■Southeast Asia Treaty* in Manila on September 8, 1951 a, with the hope 
of uniting to prevent armed aggression by the Communist Party* 


Chapter 2* The Growth and Activities of ths Communist Party of the 
Philippines • 



As early :aa 1925, ths Communist International had sent TUI 
MALAKA, a member of the Indonesian Communist Party, to ths Philippines 
to engage in Communist activities, and in 1927, two years later, the 





preparatory work for the organisation of the Philippine Conran lit party 
had been roughly completed. In this wane year, the Soviet Communist 
•Party also sent a Chinese Communist spy, HHQ Ch’lng-iung (X) XSQKI

labor leader# who returned to the Philippine# two years later In 1930* 

On Woveaber 7th of that year Commemoration pay for tho October 
Bardot ion in Bussia and also the Xational Solidly of Soviet Jussis, 
the Communist Party of the Philippines was formally established and 
liaison was obtslned with the Communist Xhternational* 

HMQ Ch'ing-tung studied in Bussia for five years, after 
mfcftah he travelled hack and forth frequently between the Mainland of 
our eowtry, the Philippines and Soviet Bussia, engaging in activities 
for the Philippine Communist Party* After the Chinese Communists

from this that the growth of the Philippine Comnxalet Party was

Besides resolving the helpof the Chinese Communists, the 
growth of the Philippine'Cesmun 1st Party also received a certain amount 
of assistanee from the Commmist Party of the Dhited States, which smuggled 
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a*ny ‘things into the Philippine Communists, including money, propaganda 
information, nonatrategic materials such as typewriters and mimeograph 
machines, and financial resources, and five or six American eoldiara also 
joined in the rebellious forces of the Communist Party* Among these 
was PAJto-TO-LO-I (Ph.), who had joined the Communist Party of the TJ.3.A. 
ss a member in 1958, and who accompanied the U*3. £th Air Force Squadron 
to the Philippines in 19l»h* He returned to the United States in 
1916, resigned from his position, snd returned to the Philippines ’where 
he married a Philippine girl at the tolversity of Philippines, and 
upon his, graduation from this university, he went into the mountains to 
join the organised activities of the Philippine Communist Party, assuming 
duties in the work of planning poll tidal strategy and cultural education*

In the first ten years after the Philippine Communist Party 
was formally established in 1930, there were veiy few party members • 

Besides, the tolted States had already indicated its decision to relin- 
guish its policy ef Solonsation, thus giving the Philippine Cosaunlst 
party no excuse for any serious development or activities • The 
Philippine Communist Party membership increased in l?bO and it proceeded 
with appeals for "land reform system,a and in the provisoes of Pampanga, 
I-BSI-HSIA (Ph»)> WO-UI-XA* (Ph.) and TAM-LM (fh.) in central Luson, ' 
and CHIfBHtM (Ph.) and JRItHU (Phi) in southern l»*on, they encouraged 
the peasants to engage in class struggles against the landlords and 
draate disorder which residtediinany bloody incidents* Certain results 
were obtained in this struggle and it, formed a foundation for the Philippine 
Communist Party in its future revolts * 

. After the Japanese Army occupied the Philippines in 
19bl, the Philippine Covernaant, carried on its work underground and 
launched its guerilla warfare* - the Philippine Communist Party also. 
used tbs excuse of resisting Japan to unite the Socialist Party, the 
People’s freed cm Alliance, labor, youth and religiose organisations, 
to form the-"loyalty Front," and under the banner of "national 
liberation," proc eeded with its struggle against the Japanese* However, 
the "Loyalty Front" was no sooner established when it became dissolved 
because of internal dissension resulting from the Philippine Communist 
Party’s impatient ocntrol and management* On Kerch 29, 191*2, the 
Philippine Communist Partyagain united the Socialist Party, peasant 
associations and labor allianoes to re-establish the "totted front," 
snd the Philippines organised the "People's Army of Resistance to Japan* 
in the Areyat (?) Forest of Central Lug on, with a joint Military Affairs 
Committee consisting of members fra* all organisations participating in 
the front, aa the highest military command, and with the Philippine 
Communist leaders, TAR DC end AH-LI-HAH-JRH (ph.) serving as chairman 
and vice-chairmen, rsspeotivaly, wielding^otatorial military authority. 
Most of the members of the "Poole’s Amy pf jtosistsnce to Japan" , 
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were from the Buk tribe of people, hence, as a matter of habit, it was 
also oailed the "Huk Army,” and also gave the Philippine Coaummlet 
Party the name of the "Huk (Hu) Party*” (Some people also translated it 
as the "Hu Huk Party.”) 

mien the "People'« Array of Resistance to Japan” was first 
established, the Philippine Coamunists olaiaed that it had 13,000 
persons# its principal regions of activities were in the provinces of 
f*mpaio>TO-U2~KA* (Fh.), 1-HSi-BSlA (Fh*), and tAH-W (Ph.), where 
the Philippine Communist Party had its beginning* later on they 
gradually spread out from the forests and mountains to the plains, and 
everywhere they went, they confiscated land, anted the peasants, enforced 
rant reduction in places where land wae centralised and where there were 
Only a small number of landlords, so that they could entloe end intimidate 
the peasants, and in oertain comparatively secure bases, they also established 
"Ullage Assemblies” and "Democratic Governments.” At that-time, it 
was imposeible for the Japanese Arsy to control the entire ares, and the 
Communist Any wag able to inorease In strength rapidly* When the 
Jepanese surrendered, the Communist Party claimed that It had a regular 
arsy of 30,000 persons, a reserve force of *>0,000 persons, and that it 
controlled an area of twenty-seven towns and villages* Haturally, these 
figures are not entirely accurate, and others have stated that the 
regular army congleted of only 20,000 persons or so, but it is a fact 
that the Philippins Communist Party has been rather active during these 
three years* 

In October 19lih, the U* S* Army counter-attaoked and landed In 
the Philippines, and in February, the following year, chased the Japanese 
Army off the islands* the Itoited States faithfully kept its pre-war 
promise to grant complete independence to the Philippines, and on 
July b, l?bo, a free and independent Republic of the Philippines was 
officially bom* 

During the period of the .0* 3* Army counter-attack against the 
Japanese Army right up to the establishment of the Republio of the Philippines, 
ths Philippine Communists took advantage of all .opportunities to 
plague the D. 3. - Philippine Arsy with raids and widespread destruction. 

They set up puppet regimes in various places, plotting to seise political 
power in one uprising during the exhilarating period of the war and 
confused post-war conditions* thereafter, the Ccmmunlst Parties on the 
mainland of our country, in Vietnam, Malaya, and Burma, etc*, were in 
complete unison in adopting the guerilla warfare beetles and strategies 
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used during the period of the war against Japan* Fortunately, the 
timely preventive measures of the U. 3 * Military Authorities prevented 
the realisation of their plans* In January 19i*J>, the Headquarters of 
the U* S. Army Issued the command to disarm the "People's Resistance Army" 
and to dissolve the illegal regimes of the Philippine Communists, arrested 
TARUC, Commanderrin-Chief of the "People's Resistance Army," and other 
top-level personnel, and also arrested the Communist Party Governor of 
Pampanga Province, AH-LI-HAft-JBf (Fh.), together with "more than sixty 
ether persona* However, on# section of the "People *s Resistance Army" 
forces had seoretly retreated into the'mountain regions* It was not 
long after that TAROC and the others were released, and escaping back 
to the aomtains, they organised the remnant forces and renewed plane for 
revolt* 2h August 192*6, the open armed revolt of the Philippine Communist 

Party was btgm, and to this day^ ithas not stopped*

Chapter 3* The Organisation and Revolt of the Comrnmiat Party of the 
Philippines* 

• >. the power of the Philippine Communist Party was not at all 
great in the two years prior to its revolt* In their politioal struggle** 
they initiated the .establishment of the so-called "Rational Democratic 
jDbited Front," and established the "Democratic Alliance*" Actually! 
however, only two organisations made up the "alliance," namely the 
"Philippine 'Workers* Organisation Convention" and the "Rational Peasants 
Alliance," and the organised membership of these two organisations, 
according to Ccnunist announcements at that time, consisted of 
approximately 100,000 member# in the former and approximately 3O0,t)Q0 
members in the latter* In the military, Philippine Communist guerilla 
activities ware limited to the mountainous regions and unable to spread 
out because of the attacks by Government forces to exterminate them) 
besides, their existence was in dire peril* 

After the dea th of Philippine president ROZAS in June 192*8, 
and his succession by QtQJKO, the Philippine Communist Party saw that 
they were certain to be exterminab ed completely if they were to continue 
their bitter fight under the fierce attacks by government forces, so 
they followed the so-called "Strategy of Retreat" handed down by 13NDI 
and studied the "peaoeful negotiations" experiences of the Chinese Communists 
and Vietnam Communist Party, and under the camouflage of peace, appealed 
to the government to grant amnesty to all political criminals and to 
enforce land reform, in exchange for which, they were willing -to surrender 
their arms and pledge their allegianoe* TARUC went to Manila personally 
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io negotiate with the Philippine Government, and this was exactly the 
wane "Revolutionary strategy" as that used by KAO Tse-tung when he, 
personally went to Chungking for a conference, and by HU Chih-ming when 
he personally travelled to Paris for a conference* Although there were 
no euooeeeful results in the negotiations# the Philippine Communist 
Party did attain the status of a legal political party# gain a period of 
peaot and rest# and slacken the norale of the attacking foroos of the 
government. Accordingly# in 191*8, the year in which the Chinese Communists 
on the natal and were winning their so-called "basic revolutionary riot cries#” 
the Conaunifts throughout the entire world were all aware of the fact 
that the Chinese Communists in Chong Kang Mountain# armed with only a 
few broken rifles# had actually "battled down the mountains and crossed 
the riven)" so how could it help but encourage then to grip their riflee 
tightly and resist to the very end, and how could they voluntarily give 
up their weapons? ^fortunately, the Philippine Government failed to 
understand the Communist Party deception and negotiated with them so that 
they loet the ene opportunity to annihilate then completely* 

When the negotiations broke up, TARPC stole back to the mountaina# 
but at this time# hie remnant forces; had become reorganised# and beginning 
in August of tbs wane year# he became very arrogant and ordered his forces 
to go out in ell directions to Create disorder* In Vovember# 191*9# the 
peasants in Bataan suddenly rote up in revolt, and the Philippine Communist 
Party took advantage of the opportunity to take in many of the rioting 
peasants to swell its own armed foroos* Incidents of revolt broke out at , 
the sane tine among the Moslem adherents on Sultt Island# and the government 
forces wers so busy trying to suppress the uprising of the Moslems on 
ths one hand that they relaxed in their military efforts to exterminate 
the Communists on the other# thereby giving the Philippine Cemnwistg 
tremendous encouragement to increase their activitie*. Besides# the 
Chinese Ceonunlsts held the "Aeia-Auetralia labor Union Convention" in 
Peiping in December of this year# and at this convention# the Chinese ' 
Communists received the oemmand frem Moscow to plan the united atrategiee 
for the aotlvltiee of the Communist Parties in the Bast* In participating 
in thia convention, the Philippine Communist Party naturally brought 
back a complete copy of these strategy plans# and at the seme time#, .also 
received assurances of financial and material assistance# so that 
after 1950# the Philippine Communist Party became even mors arrogant, 
and disorderly* 

the so-celled 'united strategy plans for Ccmmuaist Party 
activities in the Jest were actually the widespread enforcement of 
the "MAO Tse-iung Line*" theae facts wers discovered from certain 
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confidential document* of the Communist Party which were seized in 
the case in October, 1950, when the Philippine Government raided 
the Phillpoine Communist Party Central Politburo organization and 
Arrested twenty-nine important Philippine Communist figures 
including MAX-KHAW AI-SHf-PI-U (Ph.). ' , 

(1) In the document •‘Twenty Tears of Struggle Of The 
Philippine Communist Party,* it was statedi "The economic oppression 
of the Philippines >jr imperialism and the deceptive and terroristic 
policies used In the eleotions by the Philippine Government in 
191*9, had already brought into sxtstencs the present revolutionary 
conditions, and the Philippine Communist Party has made a special 
public appeal to the people throughout the entire nation to rise 

and overthrow the quisling of V« S. imperialism — the Government 
of the liberal Party . 5 * 

(2) In the document "Military Tactics and Military 
Strategy," it was stated) "She Philippine Communist Party announces 
that the circumstances of revolution already exist in the Philippines 
and that it is concentrating all its efforts in accelerating the 
maturity of these revolutionary circumstances, so that the quisling 
government of imperialism can be overthrown and a new democratic 
regime can be established 

(3) In a proclamation issued by the Central Committee 

of the Philippine Communist Party on August 26, 1950, it was pointed 
out even more clearly thats *V|at should be our attitude toward* thee* 
new otreumstana# which have developed (referring to the aforementioned 
circumstances)? He must hastsn the collapse of the QUIRIMO Government, 
and adopt methods of propaganda or mass movements (aimed or unarmed) 
to prove that the present government cannot resolve many problems of 
the people. The only resolution at present is the armed liberation 
of the entire nation and the establishment of a new democratic 
regime. We must expose as much as possible the weaknesses of Christianity, 
the Socialist Party, the Third Pores, and all smaller bourgeois 
reformists, resolutely expand and develop ’the organization and armed 
poser of our entire nation, and on the other hand, create as much 

contradiction as possible among the present leading classes*"

(it) The document "Exterminate imperialism and puppet war¬ 
mongers" stated t "The People's liberation Army of the Philippines, 
under 'the leadership of the Communist Party, has alseady opened a road 
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for us. The Philippine Communist Party appeal# to the people through- 1 
out the entire notion to quickly organise all types of guerilla 
organisations to cooperate with it and struggle resolutely for the 
final armed extermination of imperialism and the puppet warmongers." 

(5) The document "Establish an underground government to 
overthrew the Imperialist puppet regime" listed quite olearly the 
ten main principles in the activities of the Philippine Communist 
Party and its appeal to the people for cooperation.

"Liberation Army* and the Communist Party. This advocatim was based 
upon the decisicn'passed by the Central Ccenittee gscretariat of the 
Philippine Communist Party on Cepteatoer 1$, 1950, whloh instructed 
■party followers to encourage and incite the workers and peasants 
to angage in economic struggles to make the masses of people understand 
that the present government Cannot satisfy their demands so that thay 
will transfer their support to the "PeopleLiberation Movement," 
and to make the workers and peasants realise’ that the only way to 
improve their destiny is in armed struggle ." 

Although *"• ©annot fully undsrstand the activiiy platform 
of the Philippine Communist Party In Its present stage from the fore¬ 
going doc u m ent s, we are able to see the following important points 
in its political advocations and line of etrategyj 

(1) Include the Philippine Ccmamist motemante within tha 
sphere of the Eastern Section "Sational Liberation ttovenemts," and 
in accordance with tha decision of the "Asia-Austrilia Labor Itoico 
Convention," designate armed struggle :as the principal form of struggle 
for the Philippine Ccmmmist Party, with the method for armed struggle 
to follow the line of prolonged revolt of the villages surrounding 
the cities* 

(a) Organise the tfnited Front, support the anted struggle, 
the sphere of the united front will use the labor-peaeent allienee 
es its foundation, unite the smaller bourgeois and the nationalist 
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bourgeois to fora .a widespread united front* 

(3) Expand the underground struggle and mass movements, 
engage in battle through a second front In government districts • 

Besides the previously mentioned 'tan principles in the activity platform# 
tbs methods for second front warfare also inoluded assassination, arson# 
armed robbery# and ereation of terrorism and fear in the government 
districts# 

Comprehensively surveying all the points mentioned above# the 
Philippine Communist Party, beginning in 1950# had a comparatively 
complete set of 11 revolution" strategy line end method for struggle, 
end they heve followed these .method* in their revolts during the past 
six years* This tallies exactly with the "Behple'a Democracy" line 
of strategy of the Communist International and the so-called "MAO 
Tse-tung Read*" 

In April, 1950* the Philippine Communist Party officially 
announced the ohange of the memo "People ’a Resistance Army* to "The 
People's Liberation Army of the Philippines" (Actually this name had 
already been in use as far back as 191*7# but was not announced at the 
time*),dissolved the original Military Affaire committee end established 
e Military Affaire Committee under the "Central Secretariat," placing 
the army under the leadership of the party# divided the Philippines 
into nine military districts# established nine "military headquarters* 
and one "municipal military district to handle separately the government# 
economic end military work in each district * The following is its

The military district divisions nay have covered all of the 
Philippines, but the principal bases of military activities were in 
the province of PA-TA-TEE (Ph.) of the Bataan Peninsula in oentral ,, 
Luzon, the Sierre Madre Mountain region and Kao-Shan Province in 
northern Luzon, and the provinces of Mei-Hu and Quezon in southern 
Luzon} guerilla bases were also established on the other Islands of 
Mindanao, Palawan, Panay, Tien-MSai (**»•}, Su-Mu (Ph.) and Mindoro 
to create disturbances. There were Philippine Communist activities 
in all major cities in the Philippines, and also small groups of 
armed party foil overs engaging in the work of assassination, arson, 
and destruction, so that the reputation of the Philippine Communist 
Party held the Islands in A: grip of terror.

During the first half of 1951» Philippine Communist Army 
activities heeaae even more widespread, extending to the islands 
of Mindanao, etc. Beginning In September of that year, attacks 
were launched in the provinces of Psmpang*, Hsin-I-4toi-Haia (Ph*), 

* I-Sha-Pai-lai (Ph.)» Quoson, and Mu-Ta-Kan (Ph.)* In the latter 
part ef September, ’they onee entered Manila and engaged the military 
polioa in street warfare, from watch a glance of their power of 
agitation could be ebteinad. She main purpose of the Ihilippine . 
Communists in taking auoh positive motion without regard for the 7 
consequences was to break up the Second General Election held by the 
Philippine Government after ite independence in November, 1951# 
end besides ereating military distuibanee* to disrupt the 
flection, they also employed auoh terroristic tactics as burning the 
ballot boats, intimidating the people to keep them from voting, 
'kidnapping and assassinating party and political leaders to obstruct 
the campaign activities of the various parties* According to 
incomplete statistics, in the period of one week during the middle of 
September that year, about six leaders of "various political parties 
were abducted, SAN-TA-TEH-HA (Ph*), Governor of Qusicn Province, 
was also kidnapped, incidents of political assassination occurred 
incessantly, and tens of political party chiefs were killed* Although 
1 this general selection was successfully completed due to the large 
military femes sent out by the government to enforce defensive 
measures, the government and the people had their fill of the agitation

Chapter h* liquidation and Extermination by the Philippine Government 
And the future Inclinations of the Communist Party of the 
Philippines* 
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Although the Philippine Government attacked the hide cute of 
the Philippine Communists frequently since they started their revolt* 
no results were obtained at first because of its ineffective Methods * 
while on the other hand, the Philippine Communists became wore and 
wore violent in their activities. It Was not until the Philippine , 
Government oaptured twenty-nine of the mOet important Members of 
the Philippine Communist Central Politburo in 1950 and seised a 
large amber of important doounents belonging to the Philippine 
Communist Party from which they obtained a clear understanding of the 
CoMsunist Party’s organisation, activity strategies, movements, its 
complete plana to overthrew the gore resent by force* and its actual 
strength* before the government could decide upon a realistic and 
effective plan of attack to exterminate their hideouts* For example, 
the estimate of the armed strength of the Philippine Communists 
before the capture was based only on the figures reported by the 
Philippine Communist Party itself* end the plane of attack were 
made accordingly. The Philippine Communist Party had an&cnmoed 
that at the end of 1950* it had e regular armed fores of 30,000 man 
end a reserve force of 250*000* totalling 280*000 altogether* In 1951* 
the Philippine Communist Party announced that its regular army had been 
increased to 110,000* while officials of the Philippine Government esti¬ 
mated it to be 60*000 men, but after the capture, the confirmed figures 
showed that there were only 10,800 men in the regular army In July 
1950* and that Its estimated increased personnel in September* 1951s 
numbered only 172*000 persona including its reserve forces* With 
such greet discrepances between the true and the false, the plans for 
attack upon the hideouts based upon such figures would undoubtedly 
have differed to a great extent, and from this oomld be seen the 
tremendous contribution which this capture made to the antl-Communist 
struggle and work of the Philippine Wetlen* According to a state- 
•went by Philippine President MA03A13AY, the documents seised during 
the oapture filled flvw oarloads, and included the complete membership 
register of the Philippine Communist Party* later, the Philippine 
Qovsrment also captured PIHflHU (Ph.), an American member of the 
Communist Party in the Philippines, who stated that when TAB PC heard 
thie news over his radio receiver* be ran out from A small house and 
stated to PU-MA-IA (Ph») and other Philippine Communist leaders t 
"We are finished, the government has seised all of our plans and 
membership records •" Bence* this discovery aetually dealt toe 
Philippine Communist party a fateful blow* It was also toe turning 
point In which the Philippine Government turned defeat into victory 
in its work of exterminating the Conmmnista. 

It was learned from the membership records of the Philippine 
Communist Party that in July* 1950* there were 3600 officers 




and 10*800 members in the Philippine Communist Party* a total of 
lit, 1,00 persons,and it was set lasted that in September, 1951, the 
number of officers had increased to 5600 persona and the membership 
to 172,000 persona* but because of the eonatant destruction of ita 
organisation and the setbacks it auffored in ita military revolts, 
it not only failed to achieve ita plans for expansion, but also 
found it impossible to preserve its original nuaber of members. 

According to the ertlmate of the Philippine Military Authorities in 
June, 19$h, there were Only three to four thousand members remai ni n g 
at that time *

After the Philippine Oeveraaent Obtained pea seat ion of these 
highly important documents, the first step taken by Philippine President 
XtQSAYSAT (Minister of Defense at that time) was to set up a research 
oanter in the ME-PEI (Ph.) Militery Camp to study the main subjeot 
of "that kind of a diseaeegerm would make a person become a 
Communist and actually leave his family and boa* to go into the 
mountains,' 1 and then decide upon a plan to exterminate the Communist 
> hideouts according to the result* of this study and to aetual condi¬ 
tions. After three to four months of study, the Philippine Oevernment 
recognised that the "disease germ" which converted a person into the 
Communist Party waai liok of food and provisions, no riot to fill hie 
hunger, poor political administration, and oppression by the landlords. 
It also learned that the rebels hiding in the mountains mors not all 
members of the Communist Party, but that seventy-five per sent were 
blind followers. The Communist Party promises them many things, one 
of which mas that they would all get a piecocof free land after the 
* "revolution." This was actually an affective method of Communist 
propaganda* 

Baaed upon the aforementioned results of its study* the 
Philippine Government adopted a policy of placing equal emphasis 
upon the military and political administration in its extermination 
of the Communist Party, and decided upon what was called the "Attack 
method of applying both meroy and sternness equally" (free translation), 
which was the method of applying both extermination and care at the same 
time, for extermination, force was used to kill or oapture all diehard 
elements of the Communist Party and to use various methods of psycholo¬ 
gical warfare in coordination with military movements to urge them to 
surrender to the government. After August, 1951, government forces in¬ 
tensified its attacks upon the newts of the Communists, first of 
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all. Attacking and breaking up tbs main feres or the Philippine Communist 
Second Military District In Central Lutonj and in making a elean sweep 
ever the Old established neat* in central Luzon the following year, 
the Government Army aent out a foroe of 2 $,000 nan and launched a 
combined land and air attaok upon tha oantral bases of the Philippine 
Communists in the foraat regions, pounded down upon tho General 
Headquarters of tho Communist Army on the east oeaet of Luton on 
April 12, and captured alive tho Philippine Communist Minister of 1 
gduoaticn and Propaganda, PCMflt-LU-AI <Ph.)* Polloving up their 
viotory and continuing with the . extermination, they aaptured other 
important Ce m mwo ist party persons, and obtained viotory in every'major 
and minor battle in which they engaged, reducing the effective anted 
Xaree of tho Philippine Comnanifts from several tana of thousands of 
people to a mare seven or tight thousand • These seven or eight thousand 
people ware also chased into the mountains and formats, not daring to 
operate in the titles any longer, and with the constant eeerohes in 
tho mountains conducted by gorarimiont forces theta past taw years, all < 
that remains new is three to tour thousand people, who have AH boon 
reduced to nothing in their last-ditch struggles to floe- Philippine 
President MAG3AT8AT ones xmminiaoad that* "When X was first appointed 
Minister Of Defense, the Government Army wee afraid to go into tha deep 
forests to fight the Kmk Party- they were only willing to go as tar ., 
as the toot of the mountains or to be stationed in tha oitia*. During 
this period, tho Huk Party.waa all over the place. Jhey went Into the ’ 
cities in search of food and provisions, and whan they mat no intar- 
faramaa, they even want Into the theaters sad t houses for recreation. 
Mot only wore nine of tha fourteen mimicipalitTes in my province 
controlled by tha Huk Party, but no public aeeoabliee eodd bo held 
in those municipalities without tha parmlaalon of tha crem in ding 
officers of tho Huk Party, and those people who had family property 
or wealth ell moved cut of the villages beoause they were afraid 
of the Muk Party* Sven the road from Manila to PI-JCAO (ph.) (a distance 
of ISO miles) eould not bs travailed after five outlook, eseh day 
beoauae the area oh ell four sides of tjje city was under tho control 
of tho Cosmunist Party.* Today, tho situation Is entirely different 
so that tha people have been referring to MAOS1TSAY as "«n eminently 
great man of tha Philippinea,* who oourageeualy ohaaad the •Huk Army* 
from the gates of Manila, foreod them to retreat beak to the mountains, 
and who preserved a democratic political administration and free 
livelihood for tho Philippine people. In providing oars for the 
Communist Party members who surrendered, they wore furnished with tha 
meoesolties of life amah aw laal and homes, ate#, so that they would 
appeal to those Communist Party members who had not yet surrendered 
to come forth and pledge their allegiance* Tha plan of operation 
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ira< to organist a *Kconcmic Development Company," seleet certain 
regions on the Island of Mindanao in the Philippines, and have certain 
numbers of army engineers sent out by the Military Department of the 
Philippine Ooverment to open up undeveloped -land and -to build 
houses on this land suitable for living, these houses were all 
equipped with electric lights and drinking water installation** and many 
1 hospitals, aehools and churches wars aleo built. In the divisioning 
of this developed region, each 2$ aeres of land was dlvidtd into one 
•nail far*, and after const rust ion was completed, the initial projeot 
covered approximately three thousand riree of ground• the Communist 
Party elements who surrendered were Moved there end given euffieient 
land, housing, and equipment to live on, end ellewed to pass a very 
eatisfaotory social life. In tnis way, the Comaunist Party clement* 

! all know that the government had already given .the* peacefully what 
tha Communist Party had promise them, and without any of the Communist 
, conditions of forcefully taking over their thoughts, souls and senti¬ 
ments . for this reason, tbs Communist Party elements began to wander 
"Whet actual reason is there for us be remain in the mountain*?* There¬ 
fore, they can* down from the mountains in large numbers to pledge 
their allegiance, end not only did party followers defeet, but top , 
officials, such as TA-U-10 (Ph.), Coo®ander of the Manila Diatrict, , 
la-SI-H-LU (Ph.), Cphsurier of tha 3rd Military Diatrict, and even 
BUtTO, Communist Army Chief, also came down from the mountain* to 
pledge their loyalty* (After fAJUXJ surrendered, the Philippine 
Government ref used to pardon him because of the extremely serious 
nature of his crimes, so they transferred his ease to the court* where 
he was sentenosd to prison for twelve years and fined $10,000 (U.S.)* 
letldes TAHUC at that tima, there were other Communist leaders such 
as PA-XBH-JCO-gW <».), AH-W-HAS-7E-M0 (Ph.), and KA-SJD-TI-0 (Ph.), 
and It was reported that PA-KKHCO-SZD (Ph.) *» »«* the seeretaiy- 
. general, The offices held by the others are not known.) Op to 19&, 
9500 Communist followers and members surrendered voluntarily and 
were moved to the developed area. Dp to the present time, they are 
still continuing to surrender and the developed areas are also 
gradually being expanded. Philippine President MAQSAXSAI once stated* 
•Affective Military action has naturally Paused the Ocamunlst Tarty 
harry losses, but we oannot deny the suecees ef the economic plan 
which Was brought in oountlsss Communist Party pereonmsl to surrender 
to us." 

In putting into effect its method of exterminating end provid¬ 
ing eare at the seme time, the Philippine Ooverment may have Obtained 
Initial success in its Ccmmunist-exterminaticB work, but it oannot be 



•aid that this alons could bring about the gradual tranquiltsation 
of tho Communist menaee, beoause, firstly, the Philippines is an 
important link In the "world revolution* being put into operation by 
the International Communist Tarty, and it will not alt and watch it , 
being destroyed, hut will wait for the opportvnity to assist it 
and use every Mans to help it to revive* Secondly, the tueoess ef the 
so-called Oonmuniut-exteraina tioa work of tbs Philippine Government 
ends with* the faot that Militarily, it had destroyed the Min force of 
the Cceuaunist Party, suppressed the reanant elensnts so that they 
cannot neve, and furnished suitable arrangenents for tho Communist 
Party elements who have surrendered* However, thle is a method of 
standard administration which can be claimed to haws furnished a 
temporary sea sure of success* Ihe method of administering to the 
roots is to resolve all the livelihood problems of the people within 
the country so that the Comsuaiat Party will have no means of creeping 
anong the nesses and growing again, otherwise It will be able to 
beooms alive again after being "aided* and "supported,* as Philippine 
President MA03AT3AT owe statedt "the disease germ which causes, 
a person to beeane a Communist are the lack of food and provisions, 
no riot to satisfy their hunger, poor political administration, and 
oppression by landlords," which Mans that these problems must be 
resolved before tbs Communist Party can be prevented from 
becoming reborn* let us now take a look at how the Philippine Govern¬ 
ment resolved these problems ♦’ First, lets speak of resolving the 
land problem which is the most important of the problems, of national 
economy, end whloh is a comparatively serious problem of the Philippine* 
at present because its land system still maintains a form of colonisa¬ 
tion even up to the present time, its obstruction to agricultural 
production, eoonomio expansion, sad the establishment of a democratic 
polities! administration, is worse then in depan prior to agrarian 
reforms, and its present tenant-farmer relationship is also worse then 
In Formosa before the "3?^* rent reduction* Among "toe .twenty-two 
million people in the, Philippines at the present time, eeventy-five 
per cent are people in the peasant villages* - 
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There are approximately 1*6 million peasant families in the 
entire country, among which $2*$ percent are families iSiich 
own their land (including landlords and self-employed farmers), 

9*9 per cent are semi-tenant farmers> 3?*3 per cent jure tenant 
farmers and *3 per cent are farm managers* Besides the percentage 
of tenant farmers have Increased during the year# especially 
in the rice-producing districts in which the average is 9$ per 
cent. The percentage of tenant farmers in some provinces go as 
high as $9 psr cent* furthermore# between the tenant and the - ’ 
landlord* the tenant is plaoed in a very disadvantageous position 
because the land rent is not only high but the tenant post perform 
various type* of labor for the landlords as well* Although there 
is a joint tenant system as far as the general land rent 
regulations are concerned the landlords receive UO per cent of 
the harvest (if you break (town Urn expenses for seed# fertiliser# 
pestilence,prevention* weeding* etc.* the landlord actually 
receives more than one half) * and the tenant receives 60 per oeotj 
in the land-rent system* the sent i« ruled to be approximately 
30 per cent of the harvest (the landlord furnishes the land and 
all .other things are taken care of by the tenant family, and 
regardless of the else Of the harvest* the tenant must pay e 
specified rent to the landlord)# but In pactloe, the majority 
does not follow this regulation and the actual amount of distribution, 
is determined by the agreement signed by the two parties so that 
the landlord always * demands a high rate* and tenant is the one 
, who must suffer* It Is -for this reason that there is 111 feeling , 
between the landlord end tenant which often results in conflict* 
Although the Philippine Government announced the Agrarian Reform 
law two years ago* whloh* besides concentrating on improving the 
landlord-tenant relationship, also paid considerable attention 
to partitioning of large farms# establishment of self-employed 
farmers and to migration policies* but the regulations in this 
plan have yet to bo put into practical execution and have produced 
no appreciable results in the resolution of numerous exieting 
problems because of long-standing practices and customs* 

Speaking further :of economic problems, the work of 
building up production in the Philippines is progressing very 
slowly so that the problem of unemployment has become more and 
more serious, end according to Philippine offioiel estimates# the 
present number of unemployed people totals from 1*3 million to ’ 

1.9 million approximately# which represents between 1$ to 20 per 
Cent of the eight million people throughout the nation who are 
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Capable of working * After World war n, the population of the 
Philippines increased from 1$ million to 22 million, an Increase ' 
of almost S>0 per cent but production did dot increase proportionately* 
Of this 22 milli on population, there are approximately 150,000 
people each year mho reach the working age, but only about 2$,000 
are aula to find employment so that on the average, more than 
100,000 persons are added to tne total numoer of unemployed 
people each year* 

The lack of prosperous production has caused a ' 
rapid shrinkage in tne foreign exchange reserve fund of the 
Philippines* In 29$)$ this foreign exchange reserve fund was 
157 million u* S. dollars, but five years later, it decreased . 
to 215 million U* S* dollars, a reduction of more than $0 per 
©ant* Under these circumstances, MfiWOhW-Pi-HO (Ph), Chairman 
of the .Philippine national Economic committee, expressed 
publicly in January this year that he recognised that the future 1 
of the Philippines was dark and that the situation In the 
future was one of poverty and confusion, fit blamed these 
conditions on the present Philippine Government 1 s improper polioy 
of conservative control of econoay mid recognised that a new 
economic line of active Industrialisation must be adopted, an 
and adventurous, bold economic line like that adopted by the 
Whited States* 

As for the polltioal .administration, practices of 
00 eruption among the officials of ths Philippine Government in 
the past were extremely serious* Since President UAQSATS1X 
took office and determinedly decided to clean up by leading mere 
than^htadred officials in publicly announcing their financial 
assets, there has been soma meritorious achievement, but not 
entirely ideal as yet*

As for overseas Chinese affairs, there is a comparatively 
large number of overseas Chinese residing in the Philippines, 
approximately 200,000 who have always made great contributions 
towards economic prosperity in the Philippines and who have been 
positively active and mads irrefutable achievements in the anti¬ 
communist struggle* But the Philippine Government has consistently 
adopted a .discriminative attitude towards ths Chinese people, 
especially in the enforcement of the ftxilippine-Nativnalination 
Lsw(?), which has threatened tbs existence of the overseas 
Chinsse compatriots* fiaturaiHy, there is a very small number 
of worthless elements among the overseas Chinese, who, because 
they are dissatisfied with reality, become influenced by the 
poisonous propaganda of the Communists and secretly assist the 
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Communist Party in Its activities* However* the Philippine 
Government has not tried to distinguish the black iron the 
white and have confused the Communist problem .and the overseas 
Chinese problems all into one issue; thinking that the overseas 
Chinese are all schening with the Communist Party* Because 
of this; incidents in mhleh the Philippine Government has 
deported the overseas Chinese without cause and in which overseas 
Chinese n.a/e been arrested at will have beeome so numerous that 
it has not seen easy for any harmony and mutual understanding 
in the sentiments between the Philippine Government and the 
overseas Chinese* 

With the existenoe of the above-mentioned facts; 
the Coaeunist Party realised that they should take advantage 
of the opportunity and have engaged in their old art of 
' infiltration on a grand soale, not only tending members to 
infiltrate the peasant villages* factories and cultural and 
educational organisations and institutions to strive to get 
the workers; peasant* and intellectuals to loin their organisation 
and to serve their purposes (such as the peasant uprising in 
the province of ?a-T*n (Ph) in November 19h9> which was instigated 
by the Communist Party); but also infiltrated Philippine Government 
organs and social organizations; becoming especially active In 
their efforts to gain the collaboration of the overseas Chinese* 
this became known in the numerous caste in which the Philippine 
' Defense Ministry successively broke up many Chinese Communist 
organisations beginning on November 26 of last year; which 
revealed the fact that overseas Chinese youths and students were 
being used »y the communist Party and that since the main fbroe 
of the Philippine Communists were destroyed uy the Philippine 
Government in its extermination campaign; the Chinees Comeunist* 

CHU and MAO had actually sent agents to infiltrate the Philippine 
Islands upon the order* of the Soviet Communist Party to expand 
its organisation in the overseas Chinese society; to help 
direct the Philippine Communists and reorganise their organisation; 
with plane to engage in seditious overthrow activities. Again; 
in April of this year; the Philippine Government discovered l;$ld 
Chinese communist Party elements and 35>0 Indonesians successively 
trying to gain illegal entry into the country for the express 
purpose of destroying Chi ted States ** Philippine relations and, 

1 to encourage the Philippine people to .oppose the United States in 
the hope of destroying the unity of the free nations* Prom all 
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the aoove facts# we to cm that the main force of the Philippine 
GoMftunista have been destroyed by the government .but they are 
still planning to rise up again and have not yet become idle* 
At the sene tine# the International communist Party is still 
actively engaged in furnishing support to tne Philippine 
Communist Party and besides supporting them with personnel 
and talent# it was also heard recently that large shipments 
of material -resources mere being smuggled in to assist it#

COMMUNIST T-ARTY OP THE PHILIPPINES (CPP] 


On August 28, 1958, S. B. PAUSTO, National Bureau 
of Investigation, Manila, Philippines, furnished an analysis 
of the Communist Party of the Philippines, classified " 

which is hereinafter set forth in part. 

“ORGANIZATION 

"Generally, communist elements in the Philippines fall 
under three categories, namely: the members of the Party 
proper, the members of the Party's military organization, 
and the mass sympathizers. 

"The members of the CPP are those who are inducted 
formally after undergoing a certain period of probation. 

They are conversant with and accept as their own the rules, 
programs and policies of the Party. They pay their dues 
regularly and participate actively in Party affairs. The 
People's Liberation Army (HMB) members compose the military 
arm of the Party. Generally, they are not Party members 
but due to the exigencies of the situation, some Party 
members joined the military ranks. The mass sympathizers 
are neither Party nor HMB members. They constitute the 
misguided and dissatisfied elements of labor and peasantry, 
generally, and are considered the first reserve of the CPP- 
HMB organization. 

"Theoretically, the National Congress {NC) is the 
supreme ruling body of the Party. It lays down the national 
doctrine of the Party and sets overall policies in accord¬ 
ance with ithe provisions of its constitution. 

"During its session, the .NC elects a Central Committee 
(CC) out of its membership. Membership of the CC varies 
but, as decided in the CC conference of 195l> it is composed 
of 31 regular members and 10 alternates. Due to severe 
attrition that the Party has suffered, however, the member¬ 
ship has been reduced to regulars and 6 alternates. The 
CC acts between congresses and resolves important general 
policies of the Party. It establishes and supervises all 
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subordinate organs and guides 'and administers all organiza¬ 
tional and political activities of the Party* When the ,NC 
is not in session,, the CC is the highest ruling body* 

"Out of the CC membership, the Secretary General and 
an executive group, known as the Political Bureau or Polit¬ 
buro (PB), composed of 11 regular members and 3 alternates, 
are elected* The PB implements the doctrines and policies 
of the Party. It functions when neither the NC nor the CC 
Is in session; Roughly, It corresppnds to that of the 
cabinet. Membership in the PB manifests active and super¬ 
ior leadership in Party affairs. At present, there remain 
four (4) regular members and one (1) alternate of its 
original membership* 

"Because of the Impracticability for the entire PB 
membership to band together all the time for purposes of’ 
executing Party affairs, a super-executive group of 4 to 
5> members is formed* This group is known as the Secretar¬ 
iat (SEC) and Is headed by the Secretary General, who, 
actually, is ,the supreme head of the Party. Assisting the 
Secretary General in his functions are four principal 
organs, each headed by a chairman,’namely: 1) The National 
Organization,Department, (NOD); 2) The National;Military 
Department (NMD); 3) The National Education Department (NED); 
and 4) $he National .Finance Department (NFD) • 

"The Regional Organization is the creation of the CC. 

It covers two or more provinces. 'When the Regional Conven¬ 
tion Is not in sessions, the Regional Committee (RECO) is ' 
the ruling organ. It acts on matters that are provincial 
or regional in nature and has the authority to make deci¬ 
sions within /the purview of the constitution and overall 
policies of the Party.

"Among the mass, the organization is the Barrio 
Chapter (BC), whose officers are neither ‘Party nor HMB 
members. It aids the enemy by giving food and other supplies 
purchasing arras and ammunitions, and furnishing Intelligence 
information. Otherwise kndwn as the Barrio Defense Council, 
it is headed by a President, usually the Barrio Lieutenant, 
and has four committees, namely,, peasant, laborer, women . 
and youth committees. Each committee forms three groups 
of from 10 to 1 $ members. *

ITS TACTICS AND POLICIES 


"Recent pronouncements of leading Communists like 
Khrushchev that authority may be established simply thru 
•peaceful,* i.e., '.parliamentary* means, or of Mao Tse- 
tung*s 'Let a hundred flowers bloom* are all In keeping 
with 'peace,' the tactics of international communism and 
were made simply to lull' the masses into a false sense of 
security. 'Peace* to the Communists means the 'absence of 
class conflict.* And when does class conflict end? When 
communism shail have been attained-following the 'bloody' 
and 'violent' revolution.

"The 'parliamentary' form of struggle means that the 
Party avails Itself' of all the activities that are allowed 
by law or are exercised as a matter of right by citizens 
of a democratic stage, e.g.,. participation in elections, 
demonstrations, petitions, etc. , One of Its principal aims 
is to show the masses that this form of struggle is futile 
and that nothing can bring about the coup d'etat short of 
the-'armed' revolution. In the words of a.highly qualified 
observer In the intelligence community, in the 'legal 
struggle' we find 'a subtle blending of superficial legal¬ 
ity with substantial illegality.» 

"These two forms of struggle, however, complement each 
other In the CP's attempt to seize national power. In the 
case of the CPP, the 'armed struggle' has been merely rele¬ 
gated to the background and the, 'parliamentary' form given 
more emphasis. • 

"The employment of one form or the other depends on 
the situation of the revolution. When the situation is 
favorable, there Is a, 'flow»>as in a tide; when the situa¬ 
tion is unfavorable, there Is an 'ebb.* Note the follow¬ 
ing table:

"At first glance, these words would seem to have come 
from the lips of any legitimate and truly nationalistic 
Filipino campaigning for public office in the forthcoming 
elections. Actually, however, these were excerpts from 
Political Transmission No. 11, published by the CPP evidently 
in the middle of last year and which states in clear words 
the current tactical policy of the CPP. 

"THE COMMUNIST SITUATION IN THE PHILIPPINES 


"The CPP-HMB registered in 1949-50 a peak strength of 
12,800 members, 8,850 of which were armed,, and a mass fol¬ 
lowing of 54#200. In December 1956, active strength (in 
the field) was estimated to be 860 of which 560 were armed; 
mass following was placed at 21,000. The enemy strength 
as of 31 December 1957 was 657 active,, with 449 arms, and

"In view of CPP*s shift in tactics, the infiltration 
potential of the CPP is strong. It can utilize surrendered 
or captured elements who have been released by the AFP. 
Infiltration for the purpose of influencing government 
policies (foreign and domestic) by infiltrating into policy 
determining positions is feasible but not an immediate 
capability of the CPP. 

"®ie united front technique of the Cf>P may engender 
the growth of rural front organizations including perhaps 
a political party which may either assume a socialist or 
labor identification. ... 
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"While it -is true that the armed PKP strength.has 
relatively decimated, the danger of agitation and propaganda 
activities still e^at. As long as economic conditions 
remain fairly unstable, the CPP*s propaganda potential is 
high. The battle of winning the masses still rages unabated 
The CPP has recourse to exploit non-party organizations and 
non-party personalities espousing views similar or identical 
with the .tactical orientation, of the PKP on basic national 
issues. 

"Following a policy of retrenchment,, the PKP-HMB re¬ 
cently started placing extra-heavy stress on strengthening 
the quality of its ranks. To successfully pursue its long- 
range plan of legal struggle, prevent defections of its 
demoralized and depleted ranks, and prevent the recurrence 
of,factional rifts as a result of 'ideological confusion* 
among leaders and cadres, the enemy is concentrating a • 
hard-core, well oriented communist movement. Intensive 
indoctrination appears to be the key. Although no party 
school has been known to open since last year, indoctrina¬ 
tion is being stepped up vigorously. 

"A vulnerable spot of the movement was the result of 
differences in ideology, disagreement on party issues and 
policies,, and the struggle for party leadership. It caused 
the alignment of forces within the party to the detriment 
of organizational unity and discipline. Party members, 
having been witnesses to the struggle are now doubtful of 
the integrity and solidity of the party. 

"Mass support has been continuously waning and active 
strength has been greatly reduced. Recruitment and building 
of its reserves will remain an urgent CPP-HMB need. 

"The insufficiency of funds has greatly caused the 
weakening of the movement. The dissidents have resorted 
to extortions and kidnappings po get the needed funds."
